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Back in 1838 when the city of Newark was a small town of 
only 16,000 inhabitants, teacher, disciplinarian and principal Nathan 
Hedges opened an old building, establishing the first public high 
school in the state of New Jersey. Today after 170 years, four move 
and a change of name, Barringer High School is having its 170th 
graduation. 

Barringer High School has been a rising star since 1838. It 
is known for the historical milestone of being the third oldest high | 
school in America. Until this day it upholds its legacy of fine educa: 
tion and positive school environment. 


Over the years, students at Barringer have been working together 
to maintain their pride and dignity. We are very appreciative and thank- 
ful for the lessons that we have been taught because it will help us to 
further out education and develop our careers in the near future. 

We the students at Barringer know how it feels to be criticized, 
and not be recognized. The stigma seems to be the perception of the 
community we live in.

Never the less we look on the brighter side 
and see the opportunities available to us, recognizing them as great 
advantages. 
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The Memorial Window That Commemorates a Tragedy 


By the year 1910, the horseless carriage honked and chugged along the streets in 
Newark. For Barringer students however, the means f transport was the trolley 
car. . On February 19, 1903, more than 120 passengers, mostly Barringer students 
were packed on a trolley heading north on Clifton Avenue from the Orange Street 
stop at about 8:45 AM. The air was crisp and filled with student song. As the trol- 
ley neared the Lackawanna tracks, a speeding Bernanardsville Special whistled 
its approach from the West. The Clifton Avenue crossing gate went down and 
the motorman applied his brakes. As the trolley slid on and through the gates, 
passengers watched in horror as the train bore down on them. The locomotive 


shattered the trolley, strewing the student's bodies along the tracks. Nine Barrin- 
ger students were killed, and thirty were injured. Nearly every room in the school 
was affected, with a child dead or in the hospital. 

On December 3, 1904, memorial window was dedicated to the victims of this 
terrible tragedy. This stained glass window, which was originally installed above 
the entrance in the old Barringer, now sits in the present building on the north 
wall of the auditorium exterior. The scene in the window depicts the education of 
a Native American boy. A tablet below the window, lists the names of the victims 
of the accident.

A brief history of Barringer High School... 


Our school, originally named Newark 
High School, was the first story of a build- 
ing on Bank Street. At that time Newark 
had a population less than the total number 
of students attending Barringer today. Mr. 
Nathan Hedges was the only faculty mem- 
ber to 91 iw 

About 1850, a Board of Education was 
created and in 1852, it authorized the acqui- 
sition of a 90 foot lot on the corner of Wash- 
ington and Linden Streets. Still incomplete 
this new —three stories high- building was 
opened in January 1853 with a population 
of 498 boys and girls. 

As the nineteenth century showed marked 
progress throughout the city of Newark the 
enrollment in the high school increased 
dramatically. Newark was fast becoming a 
metropolis. e? 

Around that time William Barringer was 
Superintendent of schools. He persuaded 
the Board of Education to enlarge the 
building. After several additions the Board 
of Education realized that a new buildin 
was necessary. About 1895, construction 
plans were officially adopted for a new 
structure. 

The site selected was a remote section 
of town known as the “goat hill” area. This 
site is where the faculty lot is now. This 
site was far from the center of the city and 
many citizens objected to the location. They 
protected that the city would never enlarge 
to those extremes and particularly not in 
that direction. Gi 

At that time the Basilica of Sacred Heart 
showed only the outline of its ground 


plan. Work had begun also on the swamp 
to transform it into a park. It was said that 
the school was set on a veritable acropolis 
of beauty. 

The name of the school was officially 
changed to Barringer in 1907, honoring Dr. 
Barringer. 

. In 1951 the Newark Board of Educa- 
tion requested a study on the conditions of 
Barringer High School. Dangerous cracks 
in the external walls along with a roof in 
an advanced state of deterioration were 
found. Open wiring throughout the school 
presented a fire threat. They recommended 
abandoning the school plant at the earliest 
possible date. However the building of the 
new school (the present one) did not take 
place until 1963. i 

hile the total population of Newark in- 
creased slightly, the Black residents number 
rose by 60 percent. But even though black 
students comprised about 60 percent of the 
total Newark school enrollment, Barringer's 
student population was 90 percent white. 

Because of the increase in the size of 
the new school, it was natural to assume 
that the student population would increase.
